THE JOHNSTOWN CATASTROPHE. 


T he C hicago a n d A lton R o ad L ocks 
H o rn s W ith th e St P n u l— 
Inger6oll’s L atest.

TOOK JO H N ST O W N . 


S om e B e lie v e T h a t llie IU -1'ated C ity is 
U n d er C urse. 


J o h n st o w n , Decem ber 11th —The disaster at 
the Opera Mouse last night was an aw ful illus­ 
tration of the highly nervous condition o f a 
large num ber of people of th at unfortunate city. 
U nder ordinary circum stances and before there 
would have been no catastrophe. There has 
been a disposition to draw m orbid conclusions 
from the Conem augh calam ity, and it has 
fastened itself upon th e wom en, th e youug 
•oiks and m any excitable m iddle-aged people. 
It has been no uncom m on thing to b e ar such 
rem arks as: “Well. I w onder w hat wiil happen 
next;” “We have h ad a 1* 
now look out for 
fire;” “Johnstow n is u nd- 
se.” etc. 
There if no exaggeration ¿n t&ying th at there 
has beeu an undefined, but unm istakable, feel- 
iDg of foreboding of com ing ill, and th is is 
w hat led to the slaughter last night. Those 
who first started out w eut from curiosity to see 
w here the fire was. but they did so excitedly, 
aud the instant effect was a panic. 
T he bell w hich struck the aU rra was so close 
to the th eater th a t it seemed to be sounding in 
the building itself, ai d never was confusion 
m ore precipitate aud aw ful am ong hum an be­ 
ings 
Two crowds fought against each other at the 
th eater door and a terrible loss was the result. 
A woman said this afternoon th a t she saw two 
m en actually sn p to fight, w hen both of them 
h ad a u opportunity to escape. 
One of them , 
w ith an oath, said: "ll*s my life or yours,'” and 
he knocked his antagonist dow n Iu u lurious 
m anner. 
No m ore deaths have resulted. 
The num ber 
of dead, as before stated, is ten; tw enty-tw o are 
seriously h u rt, some of w hom will likely die. 
Probable fifty others sustained slight injuries 
fi he fuuerals of the victim s will tas.e place F ri 
day. 


JE F F E R SO N D A V IS B U R IE D . 


O ne o f th e M ost Im p o sin g A ffairs E v er 
S een iu th e S ou th . 
N ew Orleans, D ecem ber 11th.— The funeral 
of Jefferson Davis, w hich took place iu M etairie 
Cem etery, w here his body is tem porarily laid in 
the tom b of the Arm y of N rtheru Virginia, 
was one of the most im posing aud moot m em or­ 
able, in m any respects, th at has ever been w it­ 
nessed iu tlie South. It recalled to the m inds 
of m any of the older pienple who w ere present 
th e grand outpouring of the Southern people 
and th e universal sorrow and affection dis­ 
played on th a t other notable occasion, more 
than thirty-five years ago, when all th a t was 
m ortal or another greatly beloved Southern 
leader, John C. Calhoun, was consigned to his 
grave. 
Leaving aside all criticism of Jefferson Davi*, 
eith er personal or p jlitical, his burial to-da? 
m arks iu th e history of th e country the final 
close, iu a historical point of view, of the last 
chapter of th at tum ultuous revolution w ith 
w hich Davis’ nam e is inseparably connected. 
The historians of the future will pass judgm ent, 
aud assign to th e m an whose memory to day re- 
ceiv-d such universal and spontaneous tributes 
of a flection 1 rom the entire Southern people, 
his proper po-ition. 
On Monday m orning, and up to a late hour 
last night, the trains on every railroad leudi: g 
into th e city, as well as steam boats plying be 
tw een here ana points uu the river for h u n ­ 
dreds of m iles, poured out into the 
depots 
and river landings a constant (tream of m en. 
wom en and children, m ilitary and civil organ 
izadons, an d tncm bers of Confederate V eterans' 
A ssociations, from every State iu tho South. 
The Cotton Exchange, the banks a n a all the 
eiry buildings were closed aud ali were heavily 
draped w iih em blem s o f m ourning. 
The pre'im iu& iy funeral services w ere held 
011 th e l*rge portico of llie City H-dl, w hich 
overlooks Lafayette square, au d were conducted 
by Bishop G alia her ol the Episcopal Diocese of 
New Orleans, who was assisted by Bishop 
Thom pson of M ississippi. Dr. M arkham of the 
Presbyterian C hurch, F ath er H ubert of the 
Catholic Church aud Drs. Bake w ell and M artin. 
A fter the reading of the service for the dead 
by Bishop G allaher and some short eulogistic 
rem arks from th e other divines, a sur*diced 
choir, selected especially for «he occasion, sung 
Sullivan's anthem , “Though I W alked Through 
the Valley of ti-e Shadow of D eath.” 
E verr available iueh of space in th e square 
and about the buildings w as densely packed 
w ith hum an beings, and th e streets centering 
at the hall were im passable, though the police 
arrangem ents fur the preservation of order w ere 
so com plete th at eoni 11 ion was avoided. 
llie City Hall itself was covered w ith n pro­ 
fusion of dags a t half-m ast, gracefully draped 
w ith black, an d over th e doors of th e m ain 
entrauce were suspended im m ense billow s of 
crape. 
. 
The procession, composed as follows, begau to 
move ul(0ut noon: 
First division—D etail of city police, m ilitary 
escort ot all uniform ed organizations, clergy in 
carriages, followed by ib e body of Mr. Davis, 
w ho was placed 011 a caisson, draw n by six 
horses, richly c«iparis ned. 
Second division—V eterans’ Associations." 
Third division—Officials of th e State and offi­ 
cials of this and other cities. 
Fourth division—M ssonic Order, K nights of 
Pythias and other civil organizations. 
Sixth division—F ire D epartm ent. 
Seventh division—O ther organizations. 
Eighth division—Colored associations. 
G eneral Jobu B. Gordon was Grand M arshal 
of the day, and was assisted by a stall' composed 
some of the dbtiuguislicd friends aud asso­ 
ciates ot Mr. La vis. 
Upon arrival at th e rem cterv the full services 
of the Episcopal church w ere read, aud several 
eloquent tributes w ere paid by th e officiating 
clergy, after w h ch the choir chanted the “Rock 
of Ages.” 
At the close of the cerem onies tho coffin, 
upon w hich was pine d the swo d presented to 
Mr. D avn for m eritorious services in th e Black 
H aw k Wa*. was placed in bis tomb. 
A salute 
was fired by a detachm ent of the W ashington 
A rtillery, and th e d o o ro f the tom b closed'for­ 
ever upon the body of the m an into whose life 
had been woven the black woof of a nation's 
tragedy. 


F R E IG H T R A T E W A R . 


T h e C lD cago aucl 
A lto n L ock s H orn s 
W ith th e St. P a u l. 
C hicago, D ecem ber lltli.—The Chicago and 
Alton road announced at th e m eetiug of the 
W estern Freight Association to d a y , th at it 
would m ake a rate of 18 cents instead of 22% 
cents ou cattle, from Kansas City to Chicago. 
This big cu t i- said to have been m ade because 
the Alton believes the St. Paul road is m anipulat­ 
ing rates iu favor of Myers, the K an os City 
cattle buyer, who, it is alleged, is able to pay 
15 per cent, m ore for cattle th a n other Kansas 
f ity buyers, invariably shipping over the St. 
Paul road. 
G eneral M anager Tucker, of the St. Paul road, 
denies the charges, aud says the rate w ill bo 
met. The reduction m eans a loss ot 320,000 a 
m outh to the Kansas City roads. O ther rates 
w il. probably be cut. 
The Association will 
take action on the m atter before its final ad­ 
journm ent. 


T H E D E F E N SE CLOSES. 


T h e C eleb ra ted 
C ronin 
C ase R ap id ly 
N ea rin g an E n d . 
Chicago, Decem ber lltb .—Forrest resum ed 
his argum ent for the defence in th e Cronin case 
this m ooiing to a large audience. He cited 
probabilities from C oughlin's words and actions 
In favor o f th e theory of innocence. 
“ Why should Coughlin harm C ronin?” said 
he: “Cronin had never injured blm , had never 
wronged him in any way. Don’t you see th at 
the w hole thing is absurd?’ 
Forrest said th a t M arfenson, th e expressm an 
w ho hauled the furniture to the Carlson cottage, 
would have been suspected of com plicity had 
be been an Irishm an. 
He argued th a t there 
wa9 no evidence th at Burke fled to W innipeg. 
W hen questioned by th e police there, he vol­ 
untarily gave his true nam e and alias. There 
was absolutely no evidence th at Burke w as at 
th e Carl-on cottage on the night ot the m urder. 
Forrest closed his argum ent, w hich had las*ed 
three days and a half, w ith an appeal to th e jú n ­ 
ior acquittal, and the Court adjourned u ntil 
Friday.

The case came up before Judge Horton 
last Saturday, and the attorney’s informed him 
that Mrs. Waddingham was in New York 111, 
and unable to topear, bnt they offered her de­ 
positan.

T he insect house at the Zoological Gar­ 
dens contains an 
interesting little 
bird 
which m ight easily lie passed over by the 
visitor on account o f its resemblance to an 
ordinary pigeon. 
T h is resemblance is in 
no way deceptive, for it is a pigeon which 
lias acquired a certain amount of fame, or 
rather notoriety, on account o f its near re­ 
lationship to the Dodo. 
T his kinship has 
not, however, been admitted 
by recent 
authorities, and so the name Didunculus 
has been got by false pretenses, although 
the alliance claim ed for the bird is by no 
means a noble one. 
But this little pigeon 
is interesting for the ingenious way in 
which it has defeated the m achinations of 
that enem y o f the bird 
tribe, the cat. 
D idunculus lives in Samoa, where there 
were originally, of course, no cats. 
These 
were introduced and made short work 
w ith the Manumea, as the natives call the 
bird, k illin g not only the adult, but the 
chicks of the nest. 
Owing to its habit of 
nesting upon the ground the bird nearly 
became extinct; 
suddenly, however, it 
took to building its nest upon the tree- 
tops, where it could bring its young ones 
up in peace, and since that tim e the bird 
has again become fairly plentiful.— Lon­ 
don JS&es.

MR. HUNTINGTON ON THE EXCLUSION 
ACT. 


The Chamber of Commerce of New York 
¡has passed a resolution denouncing the 
Scott Exclusion Act. It is the office of 
the Chamber of Commerce of New Y ork 
and other commercial bodies to take care 
of the commerce of the country. Commer­ 
cially speaking, the Exclusion Act was not 
advantageous to the people of the country. 
Let us not be misunderstood. W hatever 
the moral, social or industrial effect upon 
the people of the United States by reason 
of the immigration into this country of 
Chinese merchants and laborers, it remains 
true that the exclusion of the Chinese, in a 
commercial sense, will be detrimental to 
this country. 
For illustration, the South­ 
ern States produce seven million bales of 
cotton per annum, valued in the fibre at 
$175,000,000. 
Three million bales of this 
cotton, worth $75,000,000 in the fibre, can 
be constructed by the cheapest manufactur­ 
ing processes, into a coarse cotton cloth, 
which finds a market exclusively in China, 
and in the form of the fabric will sell for 
§75 a hale instead of $25 in the fibre, thus 
multiplying the fibre value of the cotton 
by three. 
The Scott Exclusion Act lias 
operated to reduce the trade in this cloth 
and threatens to extinguish it altogether. 
When the passeDger trade between San 
Francisco and Japanese and Chinese ports 
supported a steamship line freight between 
the two countries could be carried at a 
nominal rate. The result was a large ex­ 
portation of flour. 
The value of wheat 
was enhanced directly by this means of 
the cheapening of communication through 
this enticing avenue of commerce. 
The 
subsidence of the passenger traffic throws 
the entire burden of support of the line of 
steamships on the freight carriage alone. 
The result is a rate of freight so high as to 
threaten the extinction of American ex­ 
ports to that country. 
Commercially, then, we will sustain a 
loss in consequence of the Scott Exclusion 
Act. 
Mr. Huntington sees this clearly, 
and denounces the Act in an open, manly, 
straightforward way. 
For the courage 
and manliness of his method he deserves 
commendation. There are thousands of 
people who feel in their inmost thoughts 
that the enactment of the Scott bill vio­ 
lated every obligation of national courtesy; 
that it was a harsh and brutal treatment 
of the subject. There are thousands of 
people in California who believe that 
commercial relation with China ought to 
be 
maintained. 
They 
are, 
however, 
greatly in the minority. The majority 
view of the general subject in this State is 
that, at whatever cost, the Chinese should 
be excluded. The expression of an honest 
conviction, whatever it may be, is always 
to be commended. If a man honestly be­ 
lieves that it is best for a country to shut 
its doors against the inhabitants of an­ 
other country or the commerce of another 
country let him say so; on the contrary, 
let the expression of contrary opinions be 
made with equal openness and candor, and 
receive equal toleration. 
Mr. Huntington’s expression has one 
conspicuous advantage; everybody 
be­ 
lieves him to be candid. He is charged 
with acting in the interests of the Occi­ 
dental and Oriental Steamship Line. This 
is scarcely to be wondered at. He is one 
of the proprietors of the line, and that 
he should be in favor of its prosperity is 
certainly not a matter of surprise. In

HEALTH OF THE STATE. 
F or 
R e m a rk a b ly S m all D eatli-K ate 
T h is Season o f th e Y ear. 
F ro m th e report of D r. G. G. T yrrell, 
Secretary of th e S tate Board of H ealth , for 
th e m o n th of N ovem ber, th e follow ing 
facts are g le a n e d ; 
Reports received from 104 localities, with 
an estim ated population of «84,400, give 
the num ber of deaths as 992, which is a 
percentage of 117 per 1,000 in the m onth, 
or an annual m ortality at the rate of 14 04, 
which is a rem arkably small death rate, 
and indicates a most favorable condition 
of the public health. The following towns 
reported no deaths: 
Alturas, Brownsville, 
Anaheim , Calico, Castroville. College City, 
Folsom, Kingsburg, K night’s Ferry, Lin­ 
coln, 
Lakeport, 
Long 
Beach, 
Merced,

celito, Sierra City and W heatland. 
In Gold K unj P lacer county, there has 
been q u ite an epidem ic of d iphtheria, 
w hich D r. M iner attributes to th e bad san i­ 
tary condition of th e tow n, and th e n e­ 
glect of sanitary precautions in isolating 
those attacked. 
It ia very evident to all 
right th in k in g people th at if we desire to 
lim it th e spread of contagions and infec­ 
tious diseases, such as d iphtheria, scarlet 
fever, sm allpox, typhoid fever, etc., a law 
upon th e statute book w ill be necessary, 
m ak in g it com pulsory upon all physicians, 
nurses or householders, to notify th e health 
au th o rities of th e presence of infectious or 
cm tag io u s disease w herever it occurs w ith ­ 
in th eir know ledge. 
If we had such a law, 
an d th e failure to notify was pun ish ed by 
fine and im prisonm ent, we 
w ould, by 
tim ely notification, be enabled to confine 
th e disease to its place of origin by isola­ 
tion, and subsequently, by disinfection, to 
destroy th e contagion before it h ad tim e to 
get abroad. 
We will grant that with measles and 
whooping congh this would be most diffi­ 
cult, as their most infectious stage is ju st 
before the outbreak of the erup'iou in one 
case, and of the typical cough in the other. 
In these cases the contagion would be 
almost sure to have been diffused to a 
greater or less extent before the diagnosi 
of the diseases could have been made. But 
one of the most useful results of a 'ra w 
m aking the notification of infections dis­ 
eases compulsory, would be the fact that 
it would enable health officers to give 
tim ely warniDg of infected families to the 
school teachers and Trustees, so that the 
children of such families could be excluded, 
for the tim e being, from the public school, 
and the spread of infection stayed. 
From 
the culpable carelessness with which chil­ 
dren from infected premises, or even with 
the first symptoms of illness upon them , 
are allowed to attend school we cannot 
wonder that diphtheria and scarlet fever 
are spread. Of course, a great deal of this 
is through ignorance of the dangerous 
nature of the iDfecting disease, and because 
it is generally unknow n that the mildest 
attack in one child may produce the most 
malignant disease in another. Sanitary 
education will in time remove this diffi­ 
culty, especially when the fact is filly rec­ 
ognized that these infections diseases can 
be wholly controlled by timely precaution 
and proper quarantine measures.

All commercial relation is pro­ 
moted in the same way. 
When the over­ 
land railroad was constructed between 
California and the Missouri river, it was 
for the purpose of facilitating, eneourag 
ing and promoting commercial relations 
between the countries connected by it. For 
Mr. Huntington to establish a line of com 
municatiou between America and China, 
and then pretend to favor measures which 
would deprive it of business, would imply 
either hypocrisy or idiocy, and no one living 
will charge Mr. Huntington with either 
want of candor or intellectual force. The 
establishment of a steamship line be­ 
tween America and China implies iu the 
verv nature of things a desire on the part 
of those who established it to increase the 
intimacy of communication between the 
two countries. 
It is scarcely conceivable 
that the proprietor of a steamship line 
would be opposed to its prosperity. 
If the owners of the Occidental and 
O riental Steamship Line are opposed to 
greater intimacy of social and commercial 
relations between China and America, the 
best indication of their sincerity in this 
m atter would be the discontinuance of the 
service and the abandonment of the line. 
The establishment and maintenance of 
snch a line commits its owner* to the doc­ 
trine that the increase of commercial inti­ 
macy is desirable; that it is exactly what 
the maintenance of the line will produce. 
To establish such a line and immediately 
proceed to the support of governmental 
measures calculated to take away its busi­ 
ness, is to place one’s financial interests iu 
antagonism to their conviction of patriotic 
duty. 
For Mr. Huntington to take any 
other than the position he has taken would 
be the equivalent of maintaining and es 
tablishing a steamship line and declaring

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BOOMING WATERS. 


THE SACRAMENTO RIVER RISING, AND 
THE AMERICAN FALLING. 


Humored Breaks in the Tolo Levees— 
Trouble Feared Near butterville— 
Tuba and Feather. 


The Signal Service reports in this city 
showed the rainfall yesterday to have been 
.08 of an inch, making for this month 
4.82 inches, and for the season 13.99 inches, 
as against 6.14 inches to a corresponding 
date last year. The temperature yesterday 
at 5 a. m. and 5 p. u . was 48° and 52°, re­ 
spectively while the highest and lowest was 
54° and 44c, as against 54° and 50° on the 
same date last year. The highest and 
lowest temperature one year ago to day 
was 48c and 44°. 
The barometer yesterday was steady 
nearly all day at about 29.84 inches, with 
the wind having a tendency to blow from 
some westerly quarter. 
All day yesterday the city front w’as 
thronged with people interested in gazing 
at the swollen river and exchanging opin­ 
ions as to the probability of its causing any 
trouble in this vicinity. The river rose 
slowly during the day, and at eight o’clock 
last night registered twenty-five feet eleven 
inches. 
A visit to the dome of the Capitol yester­ 
day revealed a by no means startling situa­ 
tion. With the exception of the Hooded 
tule nasins on the Yolo side and the over­ 
flowed section above the city—where the 
water stands most of the year—the country 
about here appeared to be in its normal 
condition. The city's streets were filled 
with bu9y people, children were playing on 
their way to school, and the gardens* looked 
green and attractive. There was nothing 
to indicate any unusual condition of affairs. 
Yesterday morning the City Trustees 
went in a carriage down the levee below 
the city to the Lovdal place and found 
everything in good shape, except a spot or 
two that looked as if they might require 
strengthening. Arrangements were made 
with parties in that vicinity to look after 
the levees, and all the sandbags necessary, 
to the number of several thousand, were 
placed at their disposal. 
In the afternoon the Trustees, accompa­ 
nied by yardmaster Halloran of the rail­ 
road employ and a Reoord-Union reporter, 
went out on a locomotive to view the con­ 
dition of things along the American river 
between the city and Brighton. There was 
some back water in the old bed of the 
American, and it was just high enough to 
run across the Twelfth-street road in 
places, beyond the north levee. 
But the American river proper was found 
to be quite low and within its natural 
banks. The fields between fbe east levee 
and the river were covered with horses 
and cattle and boys were hunting rabbits 
there. The levee is a very massive one 
and well covered with grass, while the flat 
between it and the river is quite heavily 
timbered in places, so that should the 
American come up to the levee it will be 
well protected against the current or waves. 
Of course, it would be impossible for the 
American to overtop the levee, which 
looks to be twenty feet in hight. The only 
danger that could possibly result would be 
from the presence of gopher holes. Men 
have been employed for some time, how­ 
ever, killing off the gophers in that vicin­ 
ity, and it is reasonable to suppose the 
levee has not been injured by the pests. 
In 1881 the water was ten feet higher in 
the American than at this time, and the 
east levee had no difficulty in controlling 
the waters. 
Mr. Halloran, whose duties have enabled 
him to observe the hight of the rivers for 
many years, declared that he had never 
seen the American so low when the Sacra­ 
mento and other streams were running full. 
It was the verdict of all members of the 
' V'f/ty that, unless the American should 
suddenly rise to an unusual and unlooked- 
for hight, there could he no possible reason 
for anxiety so far as the east levee is con­ 
cerned. 
BELOW THE CITY. 
Despite reports to the effect that the 
levee between the city and Sutterville was 
yesterday in good condition, it appears to 
have been last night quite uusafe in places. 
John 8. Barrett telephoned the Recoed- 
Ukiok at balf-past 8 o’clock last evening 
that he and others had just returned from 
a trip along the levee near the Ascbnauer 
place, and they found the water seeping 
through gopher-holes. He said that it was 
evident that unless prompt steps were 
taken the levee in that spot could not hold 
out till morning. Mr. Barrett promptly 
acquainted Mayor Gregory with the tacts. 
OH THE YOLO SIDE. 
Dr. G. M. Dixon went to his Yolo ranch, 
four miles below Washington, yesterday 
morning, ami after viewing the general 
situation ordered his valuable herd of 
Polled Angus cattle—some fifty head—re­ 
moved. They were driven to this city and 
taken to the high land east of town. 
Dr. Dixon says the situation is really 
alarming on the west side. The levees are 
good in front of his ranch, and can stand 
two feet or more of water, but above and 
below him at several points the water at 
4 o'clock p. M. yesterday was within from 
three to eight inches of the top of the lev­ 
ees, and was only kept from running over 
by the constant labor of the farmers, who 
were working like heroes to save their 
homes. 
A few inches more rise in the river can 
only result in serious breaks on the Yolo 
side and great damage, as the great tule 
basin is already brim full and has backed 
no upon all but the immediate front lands 
of the Yolo river ranches. 


UP THE COUNTRY. 


more than that would make them uneasy. 
Mayor Gregory yesterday ordered 2,000 
sacks of earth sent to strengthen a weak 
place in the levee between the city and Sut- 
terville. 
It is requested by the authorities that no 
vehicles be driven on the levee below the 
city.Men armed with shotgnns patrol the 
levee on the Washington side of the river, 
to see that nobody makes a breach therein. 
Why any person should be suspected of a 
desire to cut a levee isa mystery. 
The steamer San Joaquin No. 2 went up 
the river to the Jacobs’ ranch again yester­ 
day and brought down several head of cat­ 
tle that were in daDger of being drowned. 
The OregoD express going northward ar­ 
rived on time last night, and was followed 
by a special train with bridge material and 
a force of mechanics to repair injured 
bridges at various points north of Marys­ 
ville. 
Superintendent Wright stated that he 
hoped to get all the storm-bound passen­ 
gers through to Redding by to-night. 
A report was current last night that a 
break had occurred in the levee on the 
west side about fifteen miles above this 
city, but this could not be verified. 
Crowds of men were patrolling the levees 
in front of Washington last night. 
About 10 o’clock it was reported that a 
break had occurred on the Yolo side about 
opposite the Gas Works, and the firing of 
eight or ten gunshots in rapid succession 
gave color to the report, but nothing defi­ 
nite could be ascertained on this side. 
The railroad company has had thousands 
of sacks filled with sand, which are ready 
for use, Superintendent Wright says, when­ 
ever they may be needed. 
Judge Newton, of Washington, stated 
that in his opinion numerous breaks would 
occur on the Yolo side before this morn­ 
ing, as the levee in many places was being 
taxed to its utmost by the encroaching 
waters. 
Late reports from Marysville, received at 
the railroad headquarters, were to the effect 
that the Yuba and Feather rivers were 
rising. 
In that case the highest water may 
be looked for at this point this afternoon, 
unless the river be relieved by breaks in 
the Yolo levee north of here. 
The American—at no time threatening 
during the storm—was falling last night. 
It fell more than a foot yesterday, and will 
he much lower to-day. 
The only cause for anxiety here is the 
injury that may befall people on the low 
lands below the city, aud the inconven­ 
ience of having the water back up to the 
city’s levee on the south. 
As for the city front, the encroachment 
of the river need cause no alarm, as it can 
readily he kept back. 
John Douglas, the old-time railroad 
mau, says that, the gauge records to the 
contrary, the river is not nearly so high as 
in 1SS1. He marked its stage then on the 
north side of the railroad yard, and it will 
have to rise considerably before touching 
the mark. 
THE GAUGES AT MIDNIGHT. 
A visit to the three gauges on the river 
front between L street and the Yolo bridge, 
at midnight last night, showed as follows: 
The L-street gauge recorded 26 feet 1 inch, 
the 1-street gauge 26 feet, and the bridge 
gauge 26 feet. 


THE COMING CITRUS IFAIR. 


THEY DID NOT PERISH. 


Reports from Places In the Upper Sacra­ 
mento Valley. 
M a r y s v il l e, December 11th. — The 
Feather river to-day reached the high stage 
of seventeen feet, and was still rising, 
though very slowly, at nightfall. This is 
within two feet of high-water mark. 
The Yuba has risen two feet since yester­ 
day morning, and is stationary at about 
fifteen feet. No levees have broken on 
either stream, so far as known. 
Marysville is entirely safe and free from 
apprehension. The stage of the Yuba and 
Feather is chiefly interesting as affecting 
the volume of water in the Sacramento 
river. 
The long st:rm is over and the sky clear 
this evening. It is expected that the rivers 
and lesser streams will run down rapidly. 
Beyond damage to roads and minor bridges, 
no serious injury from flood waters is re­ 
ported in this neighborhood. 
Last night’s north-bound Oregon express 
train was detained here for further orders, 
in consequence of washouts at points north 
of here. It will not move to-night. 
Trains on the Oroville road are much de­ 
layed to-day. The pay-car of the California 
and Oregon road is here, and the officials 
are very anxious to get it through to Ore­ 
gon. 
STREAMS FALLING—CHICO’S BRIDGE IN DAN­ 
GER. 
Chico, 
December 11th.—The storm 
culminated yesterday evening in giv­ 
ing ns 1.56 inches in four hours. 
Since then only occasional light sprinkles 
have fallen. The creeks in this section 
were high this morning, but went down 
during the day. 
Several small bridges have been washed 
out, both north and south, stopping the 
trains. We have had no mail since yes­ 
terday morning from either north or south. 
The worst calamity that could befall the 
community is the damage to the Chiccr 
free bridge across the Sacramento river. 
The last heard from it by telephone was 
that the water was up to the top of the 
piers; that the center pier had sunk eight 
feet, and the bridge was several feet off the 
line at the draw, leaning down stream. It 
was ail there, but the telephone refused to 
work, and the worst is feared. 


STORM NOTES. 
General Reports Gathered Concerning 
the Freshet. 
Yesterday P. J. Hanrahan, who is clerk 
of the s' inier San Joaqain No. 3, wrote as 
follows to Captain Dwyer : ‘‘We are still at 
Colusa, and unable to get away on account 
of the wind.

Butte county, where the fair is to be held, 
is doing splendid work in the way of pre­ 
paration, while Amador, Placer, Yuba and 
Sutter counties have already raised funds 
of hundreds of dollars each for the pur­ 
pose of making proper representation of 
their respective products, and competing 
for the cash premiums, which are varied 
and liberal. 
Our Supervisors, city fathers and Sacra­ 
mento Board of Trade should now com­ 
bine in au effort to place our county where 
it belongs at this exposition, right up in 
the front rank. While preparing fruit for 
exhibition, our people should also prepare 
themselves aud their families to attend the 
fair, in order that they may compare their 
own products with those of their neighbors 
and neighboring counties. They should 
realize the importance of the occasion, and 
spread enthusiasm among their friends and 
all visitors. They should make the coming 
fair a medium of education and relaxation, 
and further their own interests and the in­ 
terests of every person located, or who will 
locate, in this, the greatest and most di­ 
versified fruit section in the world.

The Home for Soldiers' Widows and Or­ 
phans to he Maintained, 
Among the Acts passed by the last Leg­ 
islature was one to provide for the building 
and furnishing of the Home for Soldiers’ 
Widows and Orphans and Army Nurses, 
and for the State to inquire into the man­ 
agement of such institution by a uniform 
rule proportioned to the number of in­ 
mates in said institution, for the manage­ 
ment of the Banie, and for the support of 
indigent persons residing in said Home. 
For this purpcse an appropriation of $25,­ 
000 was made. 
The Act also provides that after the com­

And now we ask one and all of you to 
send to onr President, P. S. Lawson, at 
once something toward the purchase and 
restoration of this famous old landmark. 
Once bought, it is the intention to make it 
a fitting spot to be pointed at by our chil­ 
dren—the Native Sons and Daughters of 
the Golden West—as a monument erected 
to their fathers, long after they shall have 
left these shores, never to return.

Most of us were then in our youth; but 
that is almost a half century ago, and to­ 
day God has spared some of us to visit 
these same old adobe walls and see the 
same door we entered then, and it calls 
back many recollections of pioneer days.

W ASHINGTON’S INAUGURATION. 


T h e C e n te n n ia l A n n iv ersary C eleb rated 
a t th e N atio n al C ap ital. 
W ashington, December 11th .—In pursuance 
o f a resolution adopted by Congress in Febru­ 
ary, the two Homes met iu the Hall of Kepre- 
Efeniatives to-day, to hold centennial exercises 
in commemoration ol the inauguration of the 
first President.
